Stimulate Spring Trade 

The release of $30,000,000 among 92,- 
000 Western Canada farmers cannot 
fail to have a stimulating éffect upon 
all lines of business. This interim 
payment from the wheat pools repre- 
sents a net addition to prairie buying 
power, since it has not been hypothe- 
cated in advance. The date of its 
payment and the amount per bushel 
were unknown up. to the time the pay- 
ment was made, and it has therefore 
not been spent or pledged in adyance, 
as was the case with a great part of 
the money received as initial payment. 

Thirty-five cents a bushel, repre- 
senting a clear cash profit after costs 
of production and freight have been 
paid, is a very considerable sum of 
money, even to the man who has farm- 
ed on a small scale, and it will enable 
him to buy many necessaries whose 
purchase has been postponed. ‘The 
phenomenon which has been some- 
what mistakenly called a “buyers’ 
strike” should now give. place to a 
lively season of spring buying.—Win- 
nipeg Tribune.

Is Via Hudson's Bay Route 


Speaking quite naturally, from a 
Vancouver standpoint, the Province 
and Sun deplore the loss arising from 
export of Canada’s grain through 
American ports. The Sun says: “Ten 
years ago New York was handling lit- 
tle or no Canadian grain. Montreal, 


business. Of the 1922 crop, New 
York handled 113,000,000 bushels ol 
Canadian grain against 57,000,000 via 
Montreal. 

“When the Yankee goes out for busl- 
ness he goes after It with a vengeance. 
The Yankees have gone after the Can- 
adian grain business and today they 
control it. Of the 1923 crop, 178,000, 
000 bushels of Canadian grain moved 
from Fort William to world markets 
via American boats, American rall- 
roads and American Atlantic ports. 

“There is.no use asking how New 
York or Buffalo can take this business 
away from Canadians. The fact is 
that they are doing it. 

The shortest route of all to Europe, 
therefore, the one that could best 
meet all competition, is the Hudson 
Bay route. 

The Province says: 
routed westward, finds a market 
through Canadian channels _ only. 
There are no pickings on the route for 
the foreigner. Any profit there is 
comes to Canadian pockets or pays in- 
terest on Canadian investments.” 

The “foreigner” mentioned is our 
good neighbor but ultra-keen business 
man—the Yankee—who has placed a 
prohibitive tariff on Canadian wheat, 
yet ts not averse to accepting a profit 
of millions for handling it in transit. 

With the Hudson Bay route in oper- 
ation, all Canadian grain could, and 
should, reach tidewater and cheap 
transportation at Canadian ports—~ 
thereby retaining the entire industry 
and profits within the Dominion. 

Competent authorities have estimat- 
ed Canada’s loss at $35,000,000 due to 
alien transport of grains This would 
be much more than sufficient to com- 
plete the rail outlet to the ocean arm 
provided by nature to transport Can- 
ada’s export surplus of wheat. 

Why ‘not stop that leak of millions 
and enhance the entire Dominion’s 
prosperity? 

Even the east Is lessening its op- 
position to the Hudson Bay'project as 
shown by the following paragraph in 
the Monetary-Times: 

“The Hudson Bay scheme may be 
fmpracticable. It is at least prema- 
ture. But most of the work is done, 
and this work is of practically no value 
unless-the road and some terminal 
facilities are completed. ‘The scheme 
may be a piece of folly, but it would 
be a greater folly to leave it as it is. 
‘The opinion 6f experts as to its value 
{s divided, and can be settled only by 
practical test."—-Moose Jaw Times.

By order in council dated the 7th of 
February, 1925, an addition was made 
to the Dominion grazing regulations 
whereby .the minister ot the interlor 
ig authorized to issue twenty-one-year 
grazing leases on vacant Dominion 
lands in the province of Saskatchewan 
in districts which ure not suitable for 
farming. -he order in council also 
fnuthorizes the issue of renewal 
twenty-one yea grazing leases cover- 
ing lands now held under lease in Sas- 
katchewan in districts not suitable for 
farming, on the condition that, upon 
inspection by un officer of the depart- 
ment, the Jands affected are found to 
be unfit for agricultural purposes, and 
that the lessee is ulilizing-the lease 
hold to its full extent for stock-graz- 
fag purposes.

An interesting and authentic fore 
cast of what the next war will be like 
was given in New York City at a lun- 
cheon of the Foreign Policy Associa- 
} tion by a group of close students of 
aerial and chemical warfare; headed 
by Drigadier-General Lord Thomson, 
Jate chief of the alr ministry in the 
| Labor Government of Great Bfitain. 
The consensus of the experts was 
| that in the next war the airplane will 
be the chief weapon both for offence 
and defence; that the only. real de- 
fence will be to attempt to raid the 
| enemy's capital before he raids yours; 
jand that civilians, particularly those 
| living in large cities, will be-the first 
jand perhaps the chief casualties. 
These experts were careful not to in- 
dulge in any wild, Sunday-paper sen- 
| sationalieém; but they made it very 
clear that in their belief, trench war- 
fare between professional armies is as 
extinct as the cross-bow. The future 
military aim will be to demoralize the

enemy by wrecking his chief cities, 
and particularly his capital, at the 
| earliest possible moment. “A burn- 


ling charnel house” is the expressive 
| phrase by which Lord Thomson des- 
cribed a city which had been the

Loyalty to Christ the King: Les- 
son I—On the last Sunday of his 
earthly life, Jesus Christ, as the pro- 
foretold, made 
his triumphal entry into Jerusalem, 
meek and riding upon an ass, The 
whole city was moved. The people 
acclaimed Him King, though they did 
not really recognize what that king- 
ship meant. ‘The Romans expected 
some public rising; the Pharisaical 
party was aroused to new envy and 
malice; the Herodians dreaded a pos- 
sible usurper; but the populace en- 
tertained for the moment the idea that 
their hope was now fulfilled, that the 
long-dreamed of Messiah had at last 
appeared, and would lead them to vic- 
tory.” But after looking round about 
the temple, Jesus. passed quietly out 
of Jerusalem and returned to Beth- 
any.for the night. He did no won- 
derful work. He had no revolt 
against the hated Roman rulers. The 
enthusiasm of the country people and 
the curiosity of the city folk soon 
waned, Before the week was over 
the cry of “Blessed is the King!” was 
changed to “Crucify Him!” 

Unchanging loyally to Christ is the 
mark of all his true followers. Loy- 
alty to the right is grounded on this 
personal loyalty to Him who is wholly 
righteous. “Christ was for a long 
lime my King,” said an earnest fol- 
lower of His, “but I fear He was only 
a constitutional sovereign and I was 
His prime minister. Now He is ab- 
solute Lord, and this has made a 
great difference in my life.”
